EDITORIAL 

Carelessness  Takes  Toll 

During  the  first  three  months  of  this  year  there  were  214 
people  killed  in  rural  Missouri  traffic  accidents - WHY? 

The  Superintendent  of  the  State  Highway  Patrol  had  this  to 
say  regarding  the  reasons  for  the  tragic  death  toll,  "Careless¬ 
ness,  disobeying  traffic  laws,  imprudent  speeds  and  showing  a 
down-right  disregard  for  oilier  people’s  rights  and  privileges 
can  be  largely  blamed.” 

Col.  Hugh  H.  Waggoner  said  that  carelessness  covered  a 
multitude  of  sins  in  traffic  conduct.  “Drinking  driving,  failure 
to  yield  the  right-of-way,  failure  of  pedestrians  to  observe  traf¬ 
fic  regulations,  failure  of  drivers  to  allow  for  pedestrian  mis¬ 
conduct  and  lack  of  respect  for  others  all  come  under  the  head¬ 
ing  of  carelessness,”  he  added. 

The  Patrol  chief  stated  that  disobeying  traffic  laws  was 
an  absolute  abuse  of  the  privilege  to  drive  and  a  prime  fac¬ 
tor  in  the  causes  for  most  traffic  accidents.  “Last  year  the 
Highway  Patrol  investigated  18,684  traffic  accidents  in  rural 
areas  of  the  state,”  Waggoner  said.  “It  is  well  to  note  that 
over  30,000  traffic  law  violations  were  recorded  in  the  inves¬ 
tigations.” 

The  Superintendent  said  the  two  most  vicious  types  of 
traffic  accidents  were  motor  vehicle  head-on  collisions  and 
automobiles  plunging  off  roadways  out  of  control.  The  truth  of 
his  statement  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  there  were  11,348 
motor  vehicle  collisions  last  year  in  rural  Missouri  killing  350 
people.  Ranking  second  for  violence  and  deaths,  were  automo¬ 
biles  plunging  off  roadways  with  6,038  accidents  killing  323 
people. 

“It  is  plain  to  see  that  accidents  of  this  type  are  the  re¬ 
sult  of  carelessness  and  breaking  traffic  laws,”  Waggoner 
said.  “When  two  vehicles  collide  someone  was  certainly  in 
violation  by  being  in  the  wrong  lane  of  traffic.  When  an  auto¬ 
mobile  plunges  off  the  road,  inattention  or  speed  is  usually 
the  reason.  These  are  two  of  the  outstanding  reasons  WHY 
there  is  such  a  tragic  traffic  death  toll  each  year  in  Mis¬ 
souri”  ,f’
